the night, therefore, in which Jesu 
instituted the annual Memorial Sup 
per, the remembrancer of His deal 
on our behalf, which the Lord reques 
ed all of His true followers to cele 
bratp in His memory. 


The topic 
Sunday 
evening 
was 


"What it Costs to be a True Christ 
ian," from the text. "Whosoever it b 
among you that renounceth not 
al 


that he hath, he cannot be my dis 
ciple." (Luke 14:33). 
The 
discours. 


follows in parts: 


"The bane of true 
Christianity i: 


that doctrine of devils respecting Ihe 
eternal torment of all who are no 
Christ's disciples—of all who, accord 
ing to our text, renuounce not all tha 
they have to follow the Lord. 
Thi? 


unholy, unscriptural teaching has no 
only cost pain, sorrow, perplexity and 
confusion to the Lord's true people 
but it has injured the world as well 
It has been the spur and lash whicl 
the Adversary has used in connection 
with exciting revivals to the injury o* 
many; more are in insane asylums or 
account of this false doctrine than i 
generally supposed. Others, of strong 
er minds, recover from the excitement 
only to fall into a calloused and hard 
ened condition, where they are more 
difficult than ever to reach along the 
proper scriptural lines, more difficult 
than ever to convert 
truly 
to 
the 


Lord and His cause. 


"This lash of superstitious fear the 


Adversary used to'-fbuild up'-the vari 
ous sectarian systems to their present 
proportions. 
Tfiey stand chiefly lor 


good morals, irrespective of religious 
profession. 
We are to distinguish be- 


tween 
Christianity 
and 
morality 


Many noble men and women, total un- 
believers according1 to their own pro- 
fessions, have 
been 
moralists. 
Our 


Lord was not a revivalist accordinc: 
to the ordinary acceptance of 
that 


term. 
He never attempted to work 


His hearers into a spasmodic enthusi- 
asm; He never carried the lash over 
them to drive them through fear to 
the Mercy Seat. On the contrary, He 
took a course which 
positively 
re- 


pelled those who were not in a right 
attitude of heart to receive His mes- 
sage. He continually held out before 
those to whom He preached the ex- 
treme difficulties associated with clis- 
cipleship. 


"Our text is another illustration of 


this principle of hindering those who 
might think lightly of the responsi- 
bilities 
of 
discipleship. 
He 
would 


have them understand that not every- 
one who saith, 'Lord, Lord,' should 
enter into the kingdom, but he that 
cloeth the will of the Father. He would 
have them understand that to do the 
will of God under present conditions, 
during the present gospel age, would 
signify the abandonment of 
earthly 


aims and hopes and ambitions, and the 
substituting for these 
of 
heavenly 


hopes and ambitions, 
which would 


change them in 
character 
likeness 


from glory to glory, preparing them 
for a share in thf> first resurrection. 


"To make th^ matter particularly 


plain, our Lord save two illustrations 
in the verses preceding our text. He 
points out that any man intending to 
build a tower would, if exercised by 
a sane mind, sit down and calculate 
whether or not IK- could afford to build 
it and whether it

anybody's disciple. True forsaking of 
sin and moral living 
are 
connected 


with all decency of life and connected 
with discipleship to Christ. To get the 
picture before our minds the 
Scrip- 


tures speak of Satan 
as 
being the 


prince of darkness arid of the world 
as lying in darkness. 
Sin of 
every 


form is related to this period of dark- 
ness, and we are bid to hope for the 
glorious epoch to come, in which sin 
shall be utterly banished 
from 
the 


world; and instead of Satan being the 
prince of this world, Jesus Shall be 
the King of Glory, the Light of the 
world, Immanuel. We are taught to 
pray in harmony with these hopes set 
before us in the Gospel. 


"The Lord is seeking for those who 


love righteousness and hate iniquity, 
and now— in a time when 
darkness 


covers the earth and gross darkness 
the heathen — is the time best adapted 
for finding those whom the scriptures 
denominate the children of the light — 
that is, those who have a special love 
for righteousness, purity, truth, etc. 
These the Lord is calling, drawing, 
encouraging, assisting, 
and 
leading 


from glory to glory, because they love 
him, preferring to stand 
with 
the 


Lord on the side of right and truth 
and holiness and purity at the cost of 
the sacrifice of eaithly things, earthly 
pleasures, earthly aims and 
earthly 


hopes. 
These the scriptures denomi- 


nate the Lord's "jewels," whom he 
will gather at his coming. 


"What a manifestation 
o° divine 


wisdom we have in the fact that the 
;hurch is sought during this period 
of darkness, of sin, before the clouds 
roll away, before the great advisary, 
Satan, is bound 
Now WP see from 


:his standpoint why the Lord did not 
emphasize the forsaking of sin, and 
why he did emphasize the forsaking 
of all and the taking up of the cross. 
Our Lord was calling only for 
the 


lass that would be so in accord with 
limself and his mission, so in accord 
with the principles for which he stood, 
;o in the harmony with the light as 
:hildren of the light, that they would 
je willing to forsake all — even life it- 
self. 
Manifestly, any one who would 


denounce all to be associated 
with 


hrist in his work of opposing and 


putting down sin would not require 
o be exhorted to oppose sin in his 
own heart. Sin would have no place 
n such a heart. The heart that has 
renounced all the works of the flesh 
and the devil, all the things of dark 
ness, is the heart of the true disciple 
of Christ. 


"Note that the Apostle cails atten- 


ion to this matter, saying, 'How shall 
we who are dead to sin live any long- 
r therein?' Describing the condition 
of some of the children of darkness 


says, 'Be not deceived: neither for- 


nicators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, 
nor effeminate nor abuses of 
them- 


;elves with mankind, nor thieves, nor 
ovetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, 
nor extortioners, shall 
inherit 
the 


kingdom of God. (1 Cor. xi :!). 10). 
'his description does not merely cov- 
r the gross violations of righteous- 
if-ss: the words of effeminate, covet- 
us, revilers. extortioners, take in a 
ast multitude of proceedings more or 
ess countenanced by the world, more 
r less the practice of all except 
the 


anctified."

An American Attends t Town Meeting of the Free Voters 
of'Manchester—Liverpool's Public Baths and Washhouse's

N all save^ outer form the cities of 


Great Britain are much more dem- 
ocratic In their methods of gov- 
ernment than are ours. 
With 


.them, the" citizen exercises a direct in- 
'terest in public affairs. The city coun- 
cil is 'truly the representative of the 
"mass" of the electorate. 
It is impossi- 


•..•ble.for.the members of a council to go 
.far astray even if they were so dis- 
.tjosed. The manner in which they do

Die Illustrated by an instance which 
.eajue" under my personal observation. 
; The city .of Manchester owns and op- 
erates its street railways, and it is also

'-Ship- -Canal company. For some time 
•if'has been deemed necessary to raise 
.more money for the enlargement and 
-improvement of both of these great en- 
terprises, and for months prior to my 
visit to .Manchester special committees 
of the council had been working on 
•ways and means to authorize and corn- 


precedent which may gridiron Greal 
Britain with steel railways owned nnd 
operated by municipalities, it bestow- 
ed other powers of a constructive na- 
ture on the officers of the council, and 
yet not a citizen of Manchester uor an 
accredited attorney of any vested in- 
terest uttered one sentence or express- 
ed one sentiment against the general 
principle of the establishment and ex- 
tension of municipal enterprises. 


One of the distinctive features of the 


modern British city is its system of 
public baths and laundries. The latter 
are termed "washhouses." Liverpool 
and Manchester are especially progress- 
ive in these institutions. Liverpool has 
expended or appropriated more than a 
million dollars on its public baths. 


The Cornwallis street baths of Liv- 


erpool compare favorably with any 
public or private establishment, no mat- 
ter where located, save perhaps in the 
matter of useless adornments.

pool has a comprehensive system of 
public bathhouses, and it is its proud

varying prices, and one can have a 
plain tub bath with hot and cold wa- 
ter, soap, sponge and towels, all for 
the sum of 2 cents in our money or a 
penny in theirs. Two days in the week 
this price is cut in half. You could 
not get as good a bath in the best ho- 
tel in Liverpool or London for fifty 
times the money. 


The average price of a plunge bath, 


with the use of the pool as long as de- 
sired, is less than 0 cents. But the 
free open baths of Liverpool are more 
interesting and hardly less attractive. 
Whenever it is possible to .-secure an 
open space the baths department con- 
structs a pool, provides warm water 
and erects shelters for the little ones. 
One day last summer 5,500 lads used 
one of these open baths. 


While the receipts from Liverpool's 


baths are large, there is, of course, an 
annual deficit. Last year's receipts 
were about $40,000, and the deficit was 
not far from the same amount. 
But 


this is one of the enterprises conduct- 
ed without hope of financial gain. The 
city is fortunate in its baths engineer 
and chief superintendent, W. R. Court, 
a man who has been connected with 
bathing establishments for years and 
to whose energy and forethought is 
due the planning and success of the 
"slum baths." 


"We believe," said Mr. Court in the 


course of a thorough inspection of 
these baths, "that it is as important to 
teach the children ,-to bathe as it is to 
teach them to. read and write. The boy 
who acquires an ambition to have a 
clean body will find a way to an educa- 
tion. If I have any criticism to make 
concerning our system as it stands to- 
day it is that we have paid too much 
attention to first class baths and not 
enough to those within absolute touch 
of the mass of our working- classes. 
We shall -accomplish that in a very few 
years from now." 


A picturesque and practical adjunct 


to many of these bathing establish- 
ments is the system of washhouses, 
or public laundries. The average tene- 
ment house dweller in Liverpool and in 
other large cities has no adeqxiate 
means of doing the regular week's 
washing. Hot water is expensive, and 
even the most primitive tools are be- 
yond the means of many of these wo- 
men toilers. 
Again the municipality 


comes to the rescue. Scattered all over 
Sreat Britain are hundreds of public 
washbonses. To these the housewife 
:akes her bundle of soiled clothes. 
There are placed at her disposal the 
machinery and appliances of a modern 
steam laundry. 


Instead of spending hours over a tub 
n the cramped living quarters of ber 
eiicment she is privileged to wash ber 
clothes by means of hot water and 
steam, rinse them In a flood of pure 
running water, dry them in a Iiyd.ro- 
xtractor by centrifugal force and com- 
pete the proesss by hnngini: them for 
a few minutes in n steam heated room 
where they are exposed to superheated 
air in motion. She then takes them to 
he mangling and ironing room nnd by 
the nid of the best of appliances speed- 
ily completes the task of washing and 
Ironing.
